In accordance vvilli our cuatuin, to givu both 
■ides a lieurin<;, we insert a coiiiimuiication 
from a teucber of larye osperienoe and 
ackoowledged ability, Tlie writer, who is 
conneoted'>>«ith a denomiDatioDal school, 
take|a"ataDd in favor of the adoption of the 
edaoatioDal plan sabmUted in Bis Ezoel- 
lenoy's message, and points to the Australian 
Colcny of Ticloiia us on evidence ol tbe sac- 
cessfol working of that plan. Wo have cot 
at hand anj data lo either coiilirm or refute 
Mr Williams' aHsuuiptiou ns to the e'iistence 
of a siroilur system iu the oilier Austraiiun 
Colonies, althougli wo luuch doubt ila correct- 
ness; but we happen lo have before us a 
brief Btat.meDt ot the system in furoo in the 
Province of Nelson, New Zeiuiiiul, which we 
derive from the Weekit/ Despatch, uf Dec. 
23d. From this siatement it ai pcars that : 
" In the Province of Nelson, New Zealand, 
every householder, rich or poor, pays a tax 
of £l towards the Government Free School.';, 
and 6s. per head for each child who docj not 
go to some scbool. An inspector is appoint- 
ed, who reports periodically to a board of 
management on the progress and attendance 
of the pupils ; thus, the system is persuasive 
rather than compulsory, and answers very 
well. Tbe education is soeulur, with certuin 
timoB set apart for religious iustruclioii, 
which the pupils can avail itiemsolvcs of or 
not at the discretion of the parents." Il will 
be seen by this extract that every liouso- 
bolder contributes a special tax of So per 
annum whether be have children or not, i.nd 
that BO great is tbe anxiety of tbe Govon- 
ment to " mar promising mechanics" i.ud 
to oonvert them by edu6ation into Lotd St. 
Leonards, Sir Robert Peels, or Abraham 
Liiicolns, that parents aro mulct in a fine of 
$1 26 for each child who di.es not to some 
ecbool. In Prussia — one of the ino?t en- 
lightened and progressive of coiuiiieclal 
powers — the common school sy.stcm is so 
strictly enforced that piirents who rufuse or 
neglect to send their ofl^priiif; to .soma insti> 
tutiooot learning are punished by fine or iin- 
prisonmeot In Canada and the United 
Stateis a aomevvbat'similar system to that of 
tbe province uf Nelson is in force, and tbe 
Bchools are supported by a special tax ; but 
the attendance is neither compulsory nor 
persuasive — simply voluntary, In some of tlie 
States the Bible is read in the schools each 
morning; in many of tho school ilistricia 
its U98 is prohibited by the local boards of 
directors, but in no case is the Catholic or 
Jew compelled to attend while the eacred 
word il being read. Can our corre.ipondent 
say that this educational system bag proved a 
failure in Canada or the United Slates? The 
writer — in coinmon with Governor Seymour — 
appears un&blo to separate the free Echoul 
•yaiem of England from the free school sys- 
tem of other: coQotries; whereas tbe distinc- 
tion is most marked. In England the term 
free schools simply means " pauper soboola"; 
while in the ' Oolonies, Prussia, the United 
States, <I;c., the term sigoiSes a system towards 
which all classes of householders contribjts 
alike, and the privileges ol which the chil- 
dren of the lowest as well as the highest have 
an equal right to enjoy; 'I'he small lee, pro- 
posed by Governor Seymour and approved 
by cur corrotpondent, to bo col.'ecled from 
each scholar, is in itself iiisi^nilicaiii, but its 
introduction would be uii enltiiug \vedj;i; for 
the collection ot oilier and hirijiir "lens" 
(indeed, our correspondent is prepared lo 
furnish a scale of charges for the hi|;!ier 
branobas), and the result would be the de 
Blrnotion of the common school system now 
in force on tbe Island. Assistance to de- 
nominational schools cannot be too severely 
reprobated. Tbe plan will be found per- 
nicious in its workini; — will give rise to sec- 
tarian di.sputes — will ciuiso Catliolic and 
Protestant children lo niuto.illy dislike eaeti 
other, and both will iinilo in bating tlie 
Jew, while Iho latler cla:-; will return 
the compliment with ooiniioiirid iiiteresl, ami 
in the end, in place of being a united, 
homogenous people, dwullin;^ to;;r'tlier iu 
harmony, we shall bo coniiiiiially dirfiiubed 
by tbe bickering nnd qiMrreli[i<^> ul ihe 
various sects, and shall witness annually an 
indecent scramble by the spiritual directors 
of each '* denominational school" for the 
lion's share of the public, fchool nionov. 'I'he 
" pettiuj? and patting of the present system 
by tbe Press" is, we think, the very best evi- 
dence of its success ; and wo have yet to hear 
the first well-grounded complaint against its 
working. Until we do, we shall continue lo 
" pel and pat" il, nnd to oppose'ibe introduc- 
tion of tbe denoniinotional system of educa- 
tion as " most improper" and teiulirm lo dis- 
turb thu Iriei'illy reUiliohs which it is our 
proud boast now exist beiwHeu the tneniherH 
of Tarions sects.on this Island.

under a Ireo «chool system {aocording to Gov- 
ernor Seymour) it is just p.h possible that a 
tailor, or an oidinaiy wood-chopper, might 
avail himself of the ndvaiitugus of free edus 
cation and beconio a ruler in hia country to 
thu exclusion and detriment of those whose 
only qualification is a long lino of ancestors, 
and an honest and unceasing desire to per- 
petuate the flunkeyism and snobbery, of an 
iiiOiitcd aristocracy. The Governor has 
labored tlirou>;hout tho mcsRap;Q lo provo the 
dehirability of non-denondna'ional tduiialion 
(tlio system already inausurated here), and 
closes the extrnoidinary document wiih his 
wish lo see the system introduced which pre- 
vailed in tho colony with which he was lately 
connected, ar.d in which denominational 
schools, under the gonial influence of Stale 
endowinL'uts, beeaino so succopsful. But I 
did not intend to take up your valuable

A LOVKR OF FREE KDUOATIOX. 

A Pica fur Dcuoiuiuatioual Schools. 

Messrs Editors:— In your article this 
morning in reference to the Governor's mes- 
sage, on the subjeol of Education, you say 
that his E.\cellency '' is in favor of doing 
awny with secular schools and ."ubstitulin^ 
sectarian establishments, a most improper 
system." Permit uiu to remind you, or per- 
haps inform you, that "this most imr* 
proper system," besides being in action in 
British Honduras, is also in existence in tbo 
largo and important Colony, of which Mii- 
bourne is the Capital, and, i have no doubt, 
in all the other Colonies of Australia. Be- 
sides, let us hava done with ihis lavoriie 
word " sectarian." Of all systems, the De- 
nominational is that which is really n6n« 
sectarian, since all denominations are eqnally 
assisted. It seems to me, however, that the 
present system has been sj petted and 
patted by tho press, that niost persons seem 
afraid of opening their nioiiths against it, 
and 60 imagine that it is (he thing to do, to 
pel it and pat ii fuiihor. In i.oint of fnci, 
the Denominational system is that which 
would give most saiisfac'ion, if it were once 
inaugurated. Besides, I lully agree with rho 
notion that [larents should do Bonietliing in- 
wards tho instruclion of their cliildron. 01 
course, there would bo and always have been 
proper ezcepiipns in the case of orphans. In 
iVIeibonrne, the amount paid is ouo shilling, 
or ninepence per week, according lo age ; 
MO that half-a-dollar per nionlh here would 
bo cheaper than that. This payment ouybt 
only lo include instruction in reading', writ- 
ing, arithinetio, liruiuiner and history. Should 
any pupil wish to proceed lo geometrical or 
analytical roathemalics, the unuient or 
modern langenges, the fees, of course, would 
be hi^her. I, lor one, sincerely hope tbe 
Hon Council will alio.? nothing to prevent 
them ;rom fully coinciding with the views of 
the Governnr.

Thousands 
and tens of thousands ol dollars ari! to be 
paid uway in salaries of (diicials, in what, so 
lur as relates to the ineoines and oirciiin- 
Mtances ol tbe people generally, is prodi>:iou-<. 
I conleod. lbe remuneration for services of the 
publio servants should bear some apprecia- 
lioutotho oircumslances of those who pay 
tboni. On the list we sue names with 5 G, 7 
and X-IJO a-year attached — as it wo wine 
nally a wealiliy aiul prosi)eroiH Coli.ny. 
Why, ibo great bulk ol Ibis coinniuniiy al 
the present time (not even exuluding tho ap- 
parently prosperous few) are ogitutod with 
tears and perplexities of the tiio:.t painful 
' 1 liaracler wiiii rderenco lo the liiture, and 
will be only too happy, if by dint of l:,o 
closest I'conoiny, they (um make b.ilhends 
meet; who of cur slmpkeepers or merchaiits 
uro making 70tJ or 8i)0 u-yeur ? Yes, who 
indeed? Why then should Ihis community 
toil to find luxuries for others, when tho 
simpleHt necessaries must snllijo for Ihem- 
.selves ; we like larts and ehcOsLCiikes as well 
as anyone, bul lui' Iho present we don't got 
them. " I'oiir people inu>t have poor wod.- 
diiigs." li is all slull' and :ion,»enne lo say 
mauy of those arnounta arc fixed by Crown 
appointments and cannot bo altered ; tbey 
will have lo be altered, for the Colony cannot 
pay tliern. Tbo Ihitish Oovernniniit bad no 
right. In the first place, to insist upon sindi 
sums, unil the sooner it is altered llio bel'ijr. 
When a business man findi Uiif irado lallirif; 
oH, and tho fuluro ominous, he does oiiu ol 
two tbiogs, be endeavors to get his busiouss 
up to bis expenses, or to out bis expenditure 
down to bia business; if Ihe business cannot 
be increased, down the expense < must come, 
lo cuiilinue on, as if nothing was haiipi.'niiii; ; 
lo bu dutetieil from aolion by want of nior.il 
unurage from false priilu or want of decision 
uf purpose, would lead to disaster and sub- 
ject Ihe party eventually to bu stamped as n 
rogue or a fool, and perhaps both. Snob a 
familiar illustration as this might furnish use- 
ful iiilorinaiion for our (Joverninent at l!ie 
' pi'etenl lime. Our I iovennneiit ueuin to act 
us if they were in thorough ignorancu of Ihe 
straitened and depressed pas ii ion of those 
who aro called upon to furnish the largo 
amount of money demanded.
